“His father had gone away for the day. He 
could not await his return, but snatched a moment 
to write him a brief ‘Good-by.’

"When Ralph's father returned and read his 
son's 'Good-by' message, closing with the words Т 
have quoted, a terrible scene ensued. 

“Grandfather Granger, though a good man in the 
main, was possessed of an ungovernable temper.

“When the scouting party returned from their 
three days’ trip, bringing back with them the dead 
bodies of the slain heroes—my father one of these— 
kind hearts broke the awful news to my mother as 
gently as possible. 

. But what could much soften the awful fact of 
his untimely death! "True, he had fallen as the 
brave man falls—fallen with his face to the foe— 
fallen in the line of duty! But none the less deep 
Was the sorrow in her bleeding heart. One brief 
moment sufficed to change the happy young wife 
into a grief-stricken, broken-hearted, stony-eyed 
Woman, whose faculties seemed paralyzed by the 
benumbing grief of my father’s death.

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THE SUPER-CONSCIOUS STATE 


BIOUL-CUL'TURE carries man ultimately to 
the super-conscious state the blessed 
state.

Ост of the great heart of the twentieth century 
come many plans for the betterment of humanity, 
even while we are confronting the evils arising 
from strikes and the illegal boycott. The world is 
growing better in spite of these. unealled-for con- 
Hicts. and the milk of human kindness is flowing 
more freely in the years of this new century than it 
ever did before in the history of modern civilization.

How the soul must grow in 
hours like these aud the wings of hope and higher 
purpose grow stronger! It is like a new sun set 
in the gloomy heavens of these children, and the 
future only can unfold all the blessings that it will 
bring to these poor offspring of want and poverty. 

The practical philanthropy of the age is соп- 
stantly finding new channels of endeavor out of 
which shall spring unnumbered blessings and in- 
creased benefits to the race. Do not let us talk of 
"the good old days." for those of this opening cen- 
tury are the best that the world has ever seen,

Among the preacher's illustrations was the story 
of Father Hussie’s administration of the total ab- 
stinence pledge to 4,000 miners at Hazleton to keep 
them from disorder during the coa] strike. Dr. 
Shinn paid a high tribute to Roman Catholic 
priests, 

In continuing his plea for the better side of life 
Dr. Shinn pointed out the recent consecration of 
two churches built by women as memorials, and the 
purchase of Richmond Beach, N. Y., as a resort for 
the poor and sick. He referred to the enlargement 
of a London hospital at the expense of a man whose 
interest was awakened by seeing patients waiting 
for the chancé to be admitted. 

In closing, Dr. Shinn said: "АП should be on 
the alert to see what is good in life, and to en- 
eouraging the growth of goodness by welcoming it 
whenever it is found.”

There is one artistic work open to every living 
person—the work of making his ideal of health, 
beauty, grace and strength visible in his own body. 

In a day of twenty-four hours we haye 86,400 
seconds. Allowing eight hours for sleep, we then 
have 57,600 seconds every day in which we are 
knowingly thinking. How are those thousands of 
seconds employed by us? If we will be fair with the 
universe and honest to ourselves, we will find upou 
examination that we do not devote so very many of 
those seconds each day to a firm and warm deelara- 
tion for beauty, strength and grace. Many thousands 
are consumed in dwelling upon our bad feelings 
and sensations, our deformities of character or 
body, our ugly eyes, our wretched nose, our two 
large hands, our thin hair, our not too straight 
back, and a thousand and one things unlovely in 
every way. 

If a painter were painting two pictures, one of 
a beautifully formed and featured woman, the other 
the opposite, and took as many seconds of the day 
to work upon the hideous and deformed , picture 
as we do to work with thought upon hideous and 
deformed conceptions of man, how long would it 
take him to finish the beautiful picture? Would 
he not quite well understand that ten minutes 
devoted to working upon the hideous form meant 
ten minutes taken from the beautiful one? 

The ancient Greeks did all that could be done 
toward externalizing an ideal beauty in marble; it 
remains for us to make it visible as flesh and 
blood.

There is no one living who would not wish to be 
strong, healthy, and beautiful in body and face, 
and every one living ean be if he will. А persis- 
tently true mental attitude held for himself and all 
men will result in an exterior which must cor 
respond to the beautiful and true interior. 


In Union is strength and construction; in Dis- 
union, weakness and destruction.

WE make the following extract from Light (Lon- 
don), the well-known English journal of Psychical, 
Occult and Mystical research: j 

"Mr. George Willis Cooke, in a clever paper оп 
"The New Interest in the Supernatural,’ discusses 
the envious fact that one way or another what ће 
calls “The Supernatural’ always contrives to edge 
its way in or come in with a bang: and this bothers 
him: he cannot understand it, and comes to the 
lame conclusion that ‘the truth of the supernatural 
is not to be found in nature or science: but in the 
fact that the individual mind inherits the past of 
human. experience, and has heen shaped in its emo- 
tions and aspirations by all that has made the 
superstitions and eredulities of other ages.’ But 
this will not do. There is something in it more 
alive than that, namely, the new facts as well as 
the old inheritance. These profound and persistent 
convictions could not live on the crumbs or the 
odors of past feasts. The following, however, is 
pertinent and well put: 

" *'It has been said that one of the characteristics 
of the present time is its lessening faith in the 
supernatural; and yet, curiously enough, а new 
interest therein is one of the phases of current 
thought. It is not easy to discard by any rational 
process a habit of mind so deeply rooted in human 
nature as that of faith in forces all about us not of 
the natural order. The feeling that there is some- 
thing about us that is mysterious, oceult, preter- 
natural, has come down to us through untold gene- 
rations, It is born with us, and cannot be exor- 
cised by any mere word of science, It lives in us 
as a part of our heritage from the past. It is in 
our fear of darkness and the night, in our strange 
horror at the ghostly and uneanny, and in our 
dread of death and its accompaniments. We ought 
not to think it strange, therefore, that with all our 
science and rationalism, we should find a new faith 
in the supernatural springing up as a reaction 
against the more extreme materialism of our age. 

“That which we put out at one door comes 
back to us through another. That which we re- 
jected under the name of superstition has reap- 
peared under the name of science, The man who 
wholly discards the supernatural elements of Chris- 
tianity takes them back again under the guise of 
Spiritualism. Mrs. Annie Besant was a profound 
atheist and materialist; but now, under the lead of 
Theosophy, she accepts the most extreme form of 
the supernatural, Perhaps we ought not to regard 
these mental transformations as anything strange, 
and yet it is a curious result of the mental unrest 
of the time that those who believe in nothing but 
matter and its forces should all at once come to 
believe in nothing but mind and its preternatural 
capacities.’ "

THE MUSCLE BED AT YALE COLLEGE 


Henry Wood, in '' Banner of Light 


HE muscle bed is an exceedingly delicate appa- 
ratus devised for indicating the centre of grav- 
ity of a human body. By its use, changes in the 
circulation of the blood are registered which are the 
result of different kinds of thinking. The “bed” 
consists of a shallow box balanced upon knife edges 
by delicately adjusted compensatory weights. There 
are levels, graduated scales and a most sensitive in- 
dieator to record changes, The value of a grain 
added to either end of the bed upon which the per- 
son lies causes it to tip in that direction. 

The New York Sun has published an account of a 
few experiments containing statements which pur- 
port to have come directly from Dr. Anderson 
that are of great interest.

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supply to the parts affected,

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T is not to be disputed that the aim, pur- 
pose and end of human existence is happi- 
ness Man's sensibilities are essential to 
it. for without feeling there can ђе по 

To feel pleasure necessitates 
the feeiing of pain. The one we call good, 
the other we call evil. Sensibility, then, is the 
basis of happiness and misery. The latter makes 
the former possible—nay, the one could not exist 
without the other. Both result from the operation 
of the same law. 

Let me explain my meaning. Man has received 
a definite constitution, physical and mental. The 
former consists of a combination of organs for 
nutrition, sensation and motion. These organs are 
subject to the operation of certain forces, the mode 
of which we call natural laws. They are mechan- 
ical, chemical and vital forees, Any injury to these 
organs gives rise to pain. Thus a fall may result 
in contusion, fracture or dislocation. Pain follows. 
Some part of the body may come in contact with 
fire or an esehnarotic. chemical action 1s set up, 
disorganization of the part will cause pain. The 
vital force may, by mal-nutrition or exhaustion, be 
weakened, in which case, chemical action will gain 
ascendency, and pain will follow. "These and like 
conditions thus brought into existence, we call evil, 
which we instinctively avoid as best we can. 

The mental constitution consists of a congeries 
of faculties of two radically distinct kinds. The 
one is the feelings, the other is the intellect. The 
feelings are of two orders—the selfish propensities 
and the sensuous desires constitute the first order, 
and the moral sentiments and spiritual aspirations 
constitute the second order. These feelings are also 
subject to the operation of certain forces—the sen- 
sibilities and desires. That is to say, there is a per- 
sistent, irrepressible, concious desire to enjoy; to 
be happy, and to avoid evil which we fear will 
bring us pain or misery. ‘These feelings give rise 
to all our activities. 

The intellect gives rise to knowledge which is 
employed in devising and applying the means for 
the satisfaction of desire. ‘The basic factors of 
knowledge are perception which comes through the 
physical organs of sense, and conception—a logical 
arrangement of ideas on the mind by perception— 
the logical relation of things. The wish to satisfy 
desire is the motive power; but this necessitates 
means for its accomplishment. These are devised 
and applied throngh the intrumentality of the in- 
tellect, 

The selfish propensities and sensuous desires, 
when dominant, antagonize the moral sentiments 
and spiritual aspirations; for a stronger force 
dominates a weaker one, As all constitutions аге 
subject to the operation of certain forces (natural 
laws), subjection to a law out of harinony with 
the proper relation to that force, results in unhap- 
piness, misery, evil. If subjection to a lower law, 
as chemical in relation to vital force, did not zive 
rise to pain, or subjection of a moral or spiritual 
force to the law of the propensities did not give 
rise to mental suffering, the proper subjection 
would not give rise to happiness, So we are sub- 
ject to conditions we cannot escape, and must take 
the consequences of our actions, As good results 
from right action (conformity to the laws of our 
being), so evil results from wrong action—the one 
in harmony with our constitution ; the other out of 
barmony with it. 

The mental forces act in the same manner, in this 
respect, as the physical forces—the stronger force 
dominates the weaker when acting in opposition. 
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To any one who observes, it is evident that in our 
civilization the selfish propensities and sensuous 
desires hold supremacy over the moral and spiritual 
forces, thus subjecting man to the lower and grosser 
forces, and putting him out of harmony with the 
higher. It is not necessary to state this fact in 
detail. It would require many pages. War, des- 
potism, oppression, slavery, extremes of wealth and 
poverty, monopoly of Nature's bounties and the 
publie service, disease, insanity. suicide, crime, a 
struggle for subsistence, are the necessary results 
of this supremacy: whereas, the supremacy of the 
moral and spiritual forces would result in harmony 
and happiness; for this would be subjection to, and 
in conformity with, the higher laws of our consti- 
tution. 

So much for the cause of good and evil. We are 
not left hopeless nor helpless. "The cause may be 
seen and properly dealt with; but the great prob- 
lem is how to attain the moral and spiritual su- 
premacy. The solution of this problem requires a 
volume to open up the way, and a long and con- 
tinuous struggle to reach the higher plane. 

The question is often asked, Why did not God 
create man perfect, and thus escape all evils? The 
idea of escaping from evil by never suffering from 
it, is a fallacious one. We mistake the use of 
evil, If a healthy child has been brought up in 
luxury, pampered and caressed and always given 
his way, when he reaches manhood he will be sel- 
fish, headstrong, unsympathetic and indifferent to 
the welfare of others. 

It is characteristic of sailors who have suffered 
long at sen, and of frontiersmen who have endured 
many hardships, that they are always generous, 
sympathetic and hospitable. “Our lady gay” in 
silks and glittering with jewels, carrying in her 
arms a poodle whose collar is studded with dia- 
monds, looks on her suffering sisters with perfect 
indifference, while the poor washerwoman divides 
her scanty earnings with her sick neighbor, Suffer- 
ing evil of some kind unfolds and disciplines the 
affections: while the absence of suffering is a con- 
dition that results in selfish indifference. In that 
suffering only there is called into exercise those 
feelings that develop and unfold the moral and 
spiritual nature. 

The extent of usefulness in this respect is greatly 
overlooked. One important value of evil is calling 
into exercise those sensibilities that soften, elevate 
and purify the feelings. Their development, un- 
foldment and culture depend on their exercise, and 
suffering is the only means to call out the necessary 
discipline. Besides, the suffering discloses the 
cause: we see where we made the mistake and 
learn to avoid it. Another use is, evi] drives us 
toward the good. The otd saying, “The burnt child 
dreads the fire.” has a broader and deeper meaning 
than the words express. How the weary, thirsty 
traveler over hot, dry, sandy plains rejoices when 
he reaches a соо) shade and a spring of cold, 
sparkling water! How good that is to him! Were 
he neither weary, hot nor thirsty, such a place 
would have no attraction for him; he would find 
no good there, What satisfaction and joy one ex- 
periences in having escaped from some dreadful 
danger! ‘The position he is now in would afford 
him no pleasure, bad he not just escaped from some 
fearful danger. 

Evil, then, is necessary and useful; for without 
it there would be no good, unless à mere vegetative 
existence may be called good. ‘This statement car- 
ries with it more than ethical value, it makes 
clear the consisteney of good with evil; and makes 


easy the solution of that everlasting puzzle of the 
incongruity of the conception of the Almighty to 
whom is ascribed infinite power, wisdom and good- 
ness and the existence of evil, if evil be what it ig 
conceived to be. ‘Phe assumption of real antago- 
nism is incompatible with such characteristics—an 
inconsistency that has driven many to atheism and 
many more to agnosticism. ‘The theologian dodges 
the subject, or with a pious roll of his eye, speaks 
of “the mystery of godliness.” 

This brief exposition of the philosophy of eyil 
clears away all incongruities, and when we realize 
this, we recognize the office that evil performs in 
the economy of life. and are better reconciled to our 
chastened conditions, while, at the same time, we 
are no less moved to avoid the evils to which our 
suffering gives rise; for in that avoidance we ad- 
vance, thus making the effort to advance a neces. 
sity which otherwise we would not make but canno: 
afford to neglect. 

This exposition excludes the idea of everlasting 
punishment; for the very use of evil is to overcome 
it. Besides the ethical status of such avoidance, 
it is an essential factor in our advancement; the 
struggle to overcome evil is the means of our ad- 
vaucement; but if we fail to overcome it by making 
no effort, we lose ground for the time being. The 
result is pain or suffering, which at last becomes 
insufferable, and then we summon all our energy 
with the determination to rise out of conditions 
that neglect has resulted in; for our sensibilities 
gather force by their intensity. ‘This may not be in 
earth life, however. Evil in every stage of our 
existence is an incentive to overcome it, resulting in 
a series of never-ending stages of progress. In our 
advancement, there is always a condition of life 
above and below us, no matter what that stage of 
progress is, ‘Those above feel for us what we feel 
for those below us. Thus all are engaged in the 
effort to overcome evil. 

The moral effeet of this philosophy to those who 
realize it is of inestimable value. I said to those 
who realize it, misconception of truth and false 
training disqualify the unreasoning masses, and the 
special interests of those who reap what they have 
not sown will not so consider it, but will always 
suffer in consequence of their misconception and 
their selfishness, 

Supreme Power is consistent with the attributes 
of infinite wisdom and love, notwithstanding tlie 
evils from which we suffer, Evolution is the under- 
Iving force that develops and unfolds the world of 
mankind. The grinding of the gods is that ever- 
restless, irrepressible, conscious desire to enjoy— 
to go up higher, and the instinctive avoidance of 
pain and misery is the incentive. This desire gives 
rise to all human activities which tend to develop 
and unfold the attributes of our being. 

The lesson that we may learn regarding the na- 
ture and use of evil will tend to reconcile us to 
our condition, affording patience and kindness, and 
a cheerful and hopeful view of life and its destiny. 
Besides, it is the only one consistent with the idea 
of a Supreme Power infinite in wisdom and love, 
and the beneficent designs as manifested in the 
adaptation of means to ends in the life and welfare 
of man who has been the object of research for 
thousands of years, and yet that knowledge is in- 
complete whose highest interest is self-knowledge. 
Pope's famous couplet expresses a truth that few 
heed, and still fewer believe: 


“In spite of pride, in erring reason’s spite, w 
One truth is clear: Whatever is, IS RIGHT.

highly civilized countries, where a 
system of general education 
classes of society prevails, as in our own 
country, the ancient, superstitious belief 
in the existence of so-called ghosts, witches 
and hobgoblins, and in their interference 
in the affairs of men, has, in 4 marked degree, lost 
its grip on the imaginations of most people. The 
gradual uprooting of this belief has practically re- 
lieved the civilized world of an incubus which. for 
unnumbered centuries has weighed heavily on the 
minds of countless multitudes, who, laboring under 
a constant apprehension of impending evil, have 
lived out a miserable existence, which otherwise 
might have been serene and happy. 

The early history, even of enlightened New Eng- 
land, reveals the fact that such belief was at that 
time so prevalent among her people, that to many, 
every old dilapidated building, if standing in some 
lonely place, unoccupied by mortals, was supposed 
to be tenanted by evil spirits. Many believed that 
they could assume any form and become visible in 
the night-time, with power not only to terrify the 
timid, but also to cause great injury to the person 
and property of those toward whom they might 
conceive a dislike.

IT is long years ago since the news of the loss of 
the sailing schooner, The Wavy Lass, with her 
стелу of ninety men, thrilled the whole of the popu- 
lation of Newfoundland. Neither vessel nor crew 
were heard from for weeks, until a report came 
from the far North concerning the rescue of eight 
men, and this is how it happened. 

In a little fishing hamiet of some dozen families 
lived a young girl named Katie Crumnie. Like 
others, she was moyed with sympathy when she 
heard of the wreck of The Wavy Lass. She shed 
tears as she heard her father read the news in a 
paper to the crowd of men and women who came in 
that evening ‘to listen, as the story was rehearsed 
concerning the orphans and wives and mothers of 
the lost crew.

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Motives and Methods 


нат the New Thought offers is à new attitude 


of mind consequent upon a new point of view. Not 
new.in the sense of novelty or originality ; for no 
truth may be so described, since truth knows neither 
beginning norending. But new as contrasted with 
prevaili conceptions; and, as the ability to under- 
stand higher interpretations is attained, it is the 
individual conception of the old truth that is new. 

The New Thought primarily affects motives rather 
than methods. The New Thought motive impels 
a clear understanding of principle and а full recog- 
nition of conditions. It seeks the deeper meaning 
of appearances, and reaches to their origin. Cause 
and effect, forever remain unchangeably related; 
if one set any definite cause in operation the result 
will always be the one correlated to that particular 
cause. But its effect upon, or relation to, the Self 
will depend upon the motive and point of view. 

The New Thought suggests putting a new motive 
into old methods, and retaining the Jatter until the 
substituted motive leads naturally to a change in 
methods. The new motive infuses fresh life and 
vitality into the old methods, and transforms them 
Г The roads to success and attain- 


into new ones. 


ment are somewhat similar, whether the Old 
Thought or the New be followed as the guide. The 


roads do not separate or diverge from one another 
at onee, 

The New Thought does not require a sudden 
change of methods, but it does demand a distinct- 
ively different motive. The old forms may be re- 
tained for the time being, but they are permeated 
with a higher understanding of principle. No sud- 
den change in methods, or hasty transformation of 
life, is demanded of the New Thought adherent. 
There is an awakening—a “new birth "—which 
indeed may be and oftentimes is quite sudden, but 
it is in thought and motive. "This accomplished, 
all else follows naturally and inevitably in due 
course of time; and, if let alone, without struggle. 

The motive represents the principle, while the 
methods are its expressions and manifestations. 
Methods are related directly to appearances, and 
aré the agents or instruments whereby principles 
arë applied. Different principles may manifest in 
similarity of appearance, while contrasting appear- 
ances may represent the same principle. 

Whatever one’s motive, the same methods will 
lead to the accumulation of material wealth. Suc- 
cess comes through faith in one's self and as а result 
of concentration of purpose and exercise of faculties. 
The law is exact on all planes, and the same ma- 
terial methods will bring the same material results, 
irrespective of motive. 

The point of differentiation is reached when the 
new-born motive better methods. All 
growth is through acquisition; and, in order to ac- 
quire the superior, one must discard the inferior. 
The methods that are in consonance with New 
Thought motives will develop naturally; but, in 
their inception, there is no necessity for convulsions. 

The principle fundamental to the New Thought 
point of view is Unity. Itisin sharp contrast with 
the Old Thought conception of Diversity or Duality. 
lhe Self is ever the supreme factor in life, and can- 
not be ignored. ‘From the new viewpoint the con- 
ception of Self is broadened and expanded, until one

and identical, and that the highest welfare of the

The attitude of love toward conditions and en- 
vironments leads to their calm and impartial consid- 
eration, the discernment of the wisdom underlying 
them, and the extraction of the good inherent in 
them. A spirit of love enables one to reach Causes 
or roots, It assists one to make char ges in cause 
rather than in result, through treating inharmonies 
rather than their symptoms. Each condition or en- 
vironment has its place and purpose, and as these 
are lawfully met they alter proportionately, 

\ spirit of hate renders any appeal to reason and 
equity out of the question. Tt senses evil as in- 
herent in unpleasant and inharmonious conditions; 
it seeks to destroy the symptoms; it has no concern 
with causes or principles; it has no: conception of 
Unity ;it has no recognition of universal beneficente: 
it assumes a duality of principle corresponding with 
duality of appearance; and it 1s stirred to “righteous 
indignation” over the very symptoms which it in- 
evitably duplicates and perpetuates in its unreason- 
ing hate. 


It is the motive permeating words that moves to 
action, and how. one speaks is far more important 
than what he says; The motive of action is of prime 
importance, for it vitalizes and dominates action, 
What motive is to action the tone of the voice is to 
the spoken word. It is what gives it the intonation 

the false or the true ring. 

This is evidenced notably in the treatment of chil- 
dren and animals. They sense quickly the motive 
of words in the tone of voice, and to them the mean- 
ing is quite secondary or even unimportant. The 
tone of voice expresses the degree of love at ating 
the words. It indicates the sense of unity or sepa- 
ration—the love or hate—to which the words but 
give tongue. 

Hate cannot destroy hate, nor may love annihilate 
love. Each intensifies its kind. But love obliter- 
ates hate by converting it into its own likeness. 
The Spirit of the New Thought is love, and it loves 
conditions and environments into higher forms and 
better manifestations. 

Love attracts to it all who are actuated by а simi- 
lar motive. It reaches to principles, and either dis- 
arms the upholder of inharmony or puts him on the 
defensive, The best cause will always win when 
its justice is clearly seen. The motive of love per- 
meates all disguises, and illumines the inherent jus- 
tice or injustice of contrasting conditions or con- 
tentions. 

The Old Thought and the New Thought are dom- 
inated by very contrasting motives, The Old rep- 
resents duality and opposition, and the New unity 
and co-operation. The Old accentuates social posi- 
tion, reputation and material acquisition, while the 
New emphasizes spiritual development and charac- 
ter. And yet these dissimilar motives may employ 
similar methods. 

It is not demanded of the New Thought adherent 
that he make any sudden or revolutionary char 
in outward manifestation. The process 
lutionarv one: as the growth is from within, it is 
slow and gradual, What is required is a change of 
motive. One must substitute courage for fear, faith 
for doubt, love for hate, and the inclusive Self for 
the self that is exclusive. When this is done, all 
else follows as an inevitable consequence.

“Life Without Love”

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YOUNG minister recently told me an inei- 
dent in his inner life which admirablv 
illustrates the power of ideals. For 
weeks he had been greatly overworked, 
and as a consequence he bad been un- 
able to sleep restfully. Among his 
parishioners there was à man for whom he was 
greatly concerned, one who was the victim of 
intemperance. One night before commending his 
soul to sleep my informant breathed a sort of 
prayer for fight, an earnest appeal for wisdom 
to aid him in this troublesome case. Аз he 
prayed, there occurred to him one of Jesus’s 
most striking sayings, and this Scripture pas- 
sage was the last thought in his mind before he lost 
consciousness in sleep. The next morning he awoke 
feeling very much refreshed, after the best sleep 
during these busy weeks. In his mind, the first 
thought of the new day was that same Scripture 
passage, and with it there was still that peculiarly 
elevating consciousness which the passage suggested. 

Aside from the wisdom which may have come 
from this night of rest in the ideal world, what pos- 
sibilities of self-development are suggested by this 
incident? By lifting bis thought upward in prayer, 
by feeling earnest longing, the minister put himself 
in an ideal attitude. His consciousness was lifted 
above the level of physical sensation, so that it in- 
*erposed the least obstacle to the restorative powers 
of nature. In this attitude he lost consciousness 
in sleep. The whole night was tempered by this 
attitude, and the next day was begun with it. The 
benefits were both physical and spiritual. New in- 
spiration came for the day of service, and a new 
impetus came into the personal life of the worker. 

This incident well illustrates the fact that the ab- 
sorbing thought of our conscious life gives a dynam- 
ic turn to the life of our subconscious self. Had 
the last thought been one of bondage to fatigue, 
the night would probably have been no more restful 
than these which went before. It does not follow 
that it is always the last thought which controls the 
night. But we may safely say that it is the most 
positive thought. Moreover, there is something 
peculiarly effective in a thought whieh lifts the mind. 
One ascends, as it were, above the clouds, into the 
jure empyrean, One is detached for the time be- 
ing from the sweeping tide of anxieties and strug- 
gles. If sleep comes at such a moment the entire 
individual is in the most favorable attitude for 
“nature's sweet restorer” to do its best. We have 
barely begun to sound the possibilities in this direc- 
tion. Consider how much we might accomplish 
first for ourselves, then for others— when we are fit 
to labor in their behalf —bv. consecrating ourselves 
afresh each night with some ideal of noble service 
in mind. 

In the first place, this is undoubtediy the most 
direct way to gain that power which shall restore 
he tired organism, and put it in better health. 
*or it is nature that heals. All that any means 
of rezaining health ean aceomplish, at the utmost, 
is to remove obstacles to nature's resident power. 
It is not medicine that heals. Thought does not 
cure. Nature is competent. Hence, there is 
every reason to learn how to co-operate with nature. 
Usually, we accomplish most when we put the mind 
into an ideal attitude. It is, therefore, of great 
consequence to know that tlie mind functions on 
two levels, that in the ideal region the mind not 
only interposes no obstacle to nature, but actually 
draws upon higher sources of power. 

jut it is not alone in regard to sleep and health 
that the ideal attitude is effective. It is equally im- 
portant to put one’s self above the clouds for a little 
time, when the day begins, We may find ourselves 
immersed in the clouds many times during the 
day, but the day will be the better because it began 
well. lf we form the habit of seeking the superior 
world, morning and night, after a time it will be 
very much easier to ascend to the realm of peace. 
Possessed of the ability quickly to turn there where 
all is peaceful, we shall be able at will to, transcend 
our lower mental states many times during the day. 
In due course we shall live more and more above the 
clouds in spirit, while working all the better in the 
lower world with our hands 

This is by no means a new principle. Those who 
are accustomed to pray night and morning will, 
perhaps, find what I have said so commonplace that 
they will wonder why I take space to indulge in 
truisms, and hence they will miss the point alto- 
gether. The point is not the newness but the more 
detailed knowledge we are gaining in these days in 
regard to the law, the relation of ideals to the sub- 
conscious mind, and above all the relation to 
health, either one's own or another's health, Many 
a person moves the lips in prayer who does not lift 
the soul. Many another prays with a small seg- 
ment of the great whole of life without filling the 
being with the spirit of prayer. Prayer is very 
often restricted to what is called the religious life 


in a very limited sense of the word. It is very dif- 
ficult to convince soie religious people that prayer 
can have any connection with the health. ‘Тһе 
day of miracles is past," we still hear. It is hard, 
indeed, to reach the доста зе, А у 

It is desirable to approach the whole subject in a 
fresh light, The best way to do this is by study 
of actual life. One incident like the above is worth 
more than all the arguments in the world. When 
you have had evidence of the power of ideals, study 
that evidence to see whatitteaches. Callit prayer, 
suggestion, practical idealism, or what you will, 
but investigate. You are not half awake to your 
ownresources, A miracle is taking place within you 
all the time. You are in possession of all the re- 
sources vou could ever have reason to ask for. Yet 
you complain of the universe because, as you allege, 
it has lett you helpless. 

Another step is taken when, having discovered 
our inner resources, we lift the mind above the 
clouds to fit it to help our fellows. If you find your- 
self making what you call mistakes and giving way 
to angry pussions, remember that you are at such 
times active down in the clouds. Therefore, lift 
out and up, breathe the purer air of the empyrean, 
and send yourself forth in that spirit. In the inci- 
dent described the result was beneficial to both 
parties. We help ourselves most quickly by help- 
ing others, and to lift the mind is not only to be 
strengthened but to be guided. Therefore, it is well 
to dwell at some length on such evidences as you 
find of the power of ideals until you see their 
psychological bearing, their relation to health, 
their value in reference to character building, and 
their relation to the service of your fellows. 


Illumination— Adeptship

that they as yet could not form definite concepts. 
Adepts, here in the body, on the earth, are such by 
becoming one with the Infinite, the Absolute or the 
Perfect. Man only teaches or preaches what he 
knows, what he has realized, and it is ignorant 
presumption for him to say or infer that there are 
not omniscient, omnipresent (through clairvoyance, 
elairaudience, astral projection, telepathy, ete.) 
and omnipotent men. Know ye, beloved brothers, 
there are "elder brothers" walking the earth this 
day in great numbers? "These freed souls, through 
ieons or great cycles, have attained to the Blessed 
State, the super-conscicus state, and know and tell 
all beings that ultimately they, too, reach the same 
goal—oneness with the Infinite, the All, the Abso- 
lute, the Perfect, God. 

The most exalted spirits now walk the earth, 
working as no man works. to uplift the whole. Of 
necessity these souls must be mystics aud work in 
a mystic way, else men would adore and worship 
and follow them. Each man is his own redeemer 
and must redeem himself. Alla great soul—a freed 
soul—can do is to suggest the way and sow here 
and there and everywhere seed-thoughts. Man must 
go beyond the finite to comprehend the Infinite, and 
in the countless cycles of Eternity this is exactly 
what all men do. By giving up all (all illusions, 
attachments. mortal mind and will) he begins ALL. 
Again (permit the reiteration), all men must redeem 
themscines by the eternal power that dwells within 
—by the eternal God that always dwells within 
each soul.

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i t Eliot and the Modern 
Presiden Thought r 


By Kate Kensor, in Light of Truth 


RESIDENT ELLOT, of Harvard Univer- 
sity, has stirred up a good deal of tem- 
pest by denouncing, at a recent Metho- 
dist Ministers’ Association, the methods 
employed in the modern Sunday-schoo! 
as too emotional, doing no lasting good 

Presi- 
aent Eliot says the church needs to reconstruct the 
form of training children and youth, as it is im- 
practical 19 implant doctrines, principles and 
imagery drawn from war, fighting or sacrifice, He 
claims that the church should teach natural poetry, 
that of human affection and the common sentiments 
of mankind. Furtner. President Eliot says, “Give 
the children the Buddhist thoughts of kindness to 
animals and of looking up to nature's God. trne 
nature, and at 20 let them be taught the graver 
matter of comparative religion. The emotional side 
ig developed perhaps, most largely, in the Methodist 
Chureh. I find it does me no £ood to get my emo- 
попа stirred up anless I can do something about it 
all "Ihe church has made great efforts to get 
means to apply in young people the force of emo- 
tion. The idea of sacrifice is barbarous in the high- 
est decree, especially when including human sac- 
rifice. Yet the scriptures and religious poetry are 
filled with it. "Phe conception of sacrifice and war- 
fare ought to be omitted from all teachings for 
children.” 

It is small wonder that such advanced thonghts 
as these created consternation in the ranks of the 
preachers who had been wont to eonsider the re 
ligion which governed the lives of forgotten genera- 
tions sufficient fer and applicable to present-day 
peeds. It is small wonder, also, that new religions 
are springing up like mushrooms, when the great 
majority of the clergy insist проп such scholars and 
practical educators as Dr. Eliot subscribing to a 
creed that was made by men who had no conception 
of the needs of this time. Such stiff-necked egotism 
has eost the church much in the loss of some of its 
brightest and deepest thinkers. 

Robert Ingersoll, whose father was a minister, 
became the avowed antagonist of a church which 
still fed upon the husks of dogmas long since use- 
less. Had the church shown some leniency with 
this man of independent thought and convincing 
eloquence, he might have arrayed his forces in her 
favor instead of leading hundreds to question her 
doctrines and her claim to righteousness. 

Thomas Paine, patriot, scholar, logician, to whom 
America owes more than she has ever been willing 
to acknowledge, was denounced and persecuted by 
the church because he failed to accept the cut and 
dried creeds of the churchmen. Have you noticed 
how time has softened the attitude of the church 
foward this man? Both Robert Ingersoll and 
Thomas Paine were of spotless morals, as moral in 
general conduct of their lives as the average Chris- 
tian. 

Dr. Felix Adler, recently elected to the chair of 
sociology in Cornell University, and president of the 
Society of Ethical Culture, is one of the great 
mental and moral forces of New York, doing some 
of the most successful, energetic and practical moral 
work that has ever been undertaken there. He is 
an atheist, a profound thinker and a great moral 
teacher, all in one. Professor Adler is a Jewish 
rationalist and agnostic, who left an. orthodox 
Jewish sect because he could not accept the theistic 
philosophy of a personal God. He is one of the 
most moral men personally, and publicly he is one 
of the best moral teachers in his city. It would be 
à revelation to some of those who condemn men like 
Professor Adler, with a wholesale volley of deroga- 
tory epithets, if they could investigate the remark- 
ably successful schools and kindergartens which 
"The Adler Society" has organized in New York, 
and in which the children are being carefully edu- 
tated on purely moral lines. ‘These schools seem 
to be conducted on the theory that you can better 
раа morality to children. and make them more 
пога], by really teaching them morality pure and 
simple, and laying the chief stress on this, and not 
by occupying the mind with a whole series of mere 
religions dogmas and theories about God and other 


and furthering a system that is all wrong.

mysteries which children or even grown men, for 
that matter, cannot understand. ‘The church can- 
not afford to ignore the successful practice of the 
theories of these great thinkers and moralists. 
Mere belief ir a higher power cannot successfully 
solve tlie question of life, but a belief in a higher 
power which endows the individual with an under 
standing of hia own needs mentally, morally and 
physically, and his duty toward the mental, mora! 
and physical welfare of his brother man is an all- 
suffici 


ient creed for a successful solution of the 
reason for existence 

A religion can be built magnificently on belief, 
alone, but a philosophy can be built soundly only 
on knowledge, reason and facts. ) 2 

The church has not yet formulated a creed of 
purer or better morality or more practical applica- 
tion than these few rules of Confucius: 

“Heaven dees not speak—it operates. What 
heaven has conferred is called the nature. an ac- 
cordance with this nature is called “The Path of 
Duty.’ When опе cultivates to the utmost the 
»rineiples of his nature and exercises them on the 
principle of reciprocity, he is not far from the path. 
What vou do not iike when done to yourself, do not 
do to others. 

“To give one’s self earnestly to the duties due to 
men, and, while respecting spiritual being, to keep 
aloof from them, may be called ‘Wisdom.’ 

“The doctrine of onr Master is to be true to the 
principles of our nature and the benevolent exer- 
eise of them to others—this and nothing more." 
“Sincerity and Reciprocity.” 

Progressive thinkers everywhere are repudiating 
many of the old and useless dogmas of the church. 
Will the church see its opportunity and broaden its 
creed so that it will keep pace with the breadth of 
thought, independence of action, and moral convic- 
tions of these leaders in education? 


Tolstoi says it is wrong to cure sickness by out- 
ward appliances, because sickness is the punishment 
for error, and to prevent this is to encourage error. 
It is like going into court and defending a thief and 
getting him off without penalty. "This encourages 
him to steal again. 

And Tolstoi is right, although in saying this he 
did not make the distinction between curing sick- 
ness and healing the sick. To heal the sick is to 
make atonement, to lift the child out of the erro- 
neous state which caused the sickne There is no 
wrong ш this and no effort to defeat justice, as 
there is in the drugging methods of treatment that 
do not heal, even if they do sometimes cure.—The 
Life.

"ALL is good" only to us as we have mastered 
throuzh knowledge all evil; that is, when we no 
longer distinguish between good and evil, when we 
have realized the Divine within us and within all 
others, We can then with perfect faith declare: 
АП is good. ‘Then the very words as we utter them 
thrill with the power of truth, But until this 
realization is attained the statement does not appeal 
to one as true; way deep down in the heart there is 
doubt: this must be overcome, outgrown, in fact. 
It is a resultant of the growth of the soul. To tell 
a man whose own spirit has not enlightened him, 
if he has a starving family, that he is rich, that he 
has everything, that all is good, he will not believe 
you, and with justice, since he does not perceive 
this truth; you do not relieve him thus of his suf- 
fering. Provide food for his physical needs first, 
since they are the most real to him. The best way 
in which to do this is to get work for him. He will 
then be in fitter condition to learn concerning the 
spirit. Once he becomes convinced that his suffering 
is good for him, that he is to learn therefrom some 
needed lesson, half the battle is won, and he will 
“grow in grace,” which is nothing more nor less 
than growing in wisdom. No one is in such a 
condition but what it is good for him to be there, 
for justice is the law of the universe. As !ong as 
one does not acknowledge this he will stay just in 
that condition; the spirit keeps him there till he 
learns this lesson. The moment we in our heart 
acknowledge this truth the clouds break. and the 
divine Light shines in the darkness of the human, 
our conditions change since our attitude of mind 
changes; but each soul must prove it for itself. 

Wher. we fully believe we know, and when we 
know we realize, and when we have realized we 
wil express on all planes just what we are, and 
have ali that belongs to us and all we truly desire, 
We do express psychically, mentally, moraily and 


physicaliy jast what we have realized, as much of 
the Divine Life as we have made our own. 

Man must learn to go within himself; he has been 
going to external sources long enough; let him 
reverse the direction, let him take counsel from the 
inner and heed and live up to the truth that comes 
to him from within. 

If he lives up to his highest ideal, that is, up to 
what in his innermost self has been revealed to him, 
be is on the right track, even if this road does not 
appeal to another. When will we learn that each 
must develop from his own state of soul? 'T'here are 
all grades of soul growth, or else there could be no 
variety of expression. If we had true sympathy 
with one another we would understand one anothei 
and we would know that the Divine Life was ex- 
pressing itself in the only way that the individual- 
ized spirit possibly could manifest, just what was a 
necessary means to its further development. 


Love is the keynote to all knowledge. Love is 
the mother of mind or intellizence; where love 
prompts an aet it is always wise, for intuition is the 
blossom and inspiration the fruit of love. We must 
not, however, confound the lower forms of revela- 
tion or promptings with the higher. What the 
spirit revealed to the soul at one stage of its growth 
may not be applicable to the needs of the soul at 
another stage of its development. To illustrate: 
At one stage of progression the man who is struck 
strikes back as if refraining to do so were merely a 
sign of cowardice, and the opportunity is thus given 
him to overcome it. The inner spirit would then 
prompt him to strike, but with further soul growth 
this same man, having no cowardice in his nature, 
but with expanded knowledge, more wisdom, he is 
removed from the temptations of the flesh: he will 
not gratify those desires that belong to the animal 
man, and not the divinely human man. The ex- 
pressions of the soul would certainly vary at these 
different periods of growth: his body, his mentality, 
his soul, all would show the result of his increased 
wisdom. Therefore, if a man would strike back, in 


any sense, that is. retaliate when the spirit within 
prompted him to do otherwise, he would not be 
living up to his highest ideal, but to a lower one 
that he had outgrown, but indulging in selfishness 
he listens to the voices and obeys the passional 
man; thus he sins and he must suffer the conse- 
quences. If he repeatedly "sins" in this way bé 
degenerates and verily becomes Satan the adver. 
sary, because he is averse to the promptings of hig 
own spirit. The spirit is always right, that is, true 
to its own degree of development, and obedience to 
it is never productive of evil: only when its prompt- 
ings are misused or abused does evil result, The 
object of life is to adjust all the expressions of the 
spirit into perfect harmony with itself; then we are 
living according to the law. In our ignorance and 
blindness we are ever trying to "convert" the world 
by doing violence to the unchangeable, immutable 
laws of Infinite Spirit, not that we can succeed in 
overthrowing Diyine Law, but we can postpone its 
course. 

We are not here to make other souls grow in our 
mold or matrix, and when we interfere the result jg 
not growth, but only a smudging of the Divine Idea; 
we blur the pattern, as it were, by our clumsy, im- 
prudent work, “Fools entering where angels fear 
to tread.” That does not mean that we cannot or 
should not teach or help others, far from it: but 
we should have wisdom enough to perceive the 
Divine Idea, the pattern; then we may take hold of 
the loose and entangled threads and teach how it 
шау be worked out with this color, or that texture, 
so as to bring it nearer perfection; but that is a 
very different affair from casting away the already 
started pattern, or bunglingly pulling out what has 
been laboriously wrought by the spirit, and setting 
up our pattern for a model, declaring to some otlier 
soul so and so must you weave, my pattern alone 
is the true and beautiful one. 

To teach that all patterns are Divine and must 
be workéd out from within the soul, directing the 
soul to its own inner possibilities, to arouse these 
latent faculties into action, that is real help, and 
the only kind of help we can give. 

Blessed, indeed, are they who realize that all is 
good and such will never arbitrarily declare that 
they have a monopoly of Truth, and that their 
particular way is the Path, Instead, they know 
by loving sympathy that all expressions are the 
outcome of the workings of the Divine Life be- 
coming individualized.

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Nervous Prostration 
By Rev. E. W. Beers 


OT Jong ago there appeared in one of our 
popular magazines an article entitled, 
“Nervousness: the National Disease of 


America." This article was based on 
un interview w;th.a distinguished phy- 
sician who re |s in one of our large 
cities and has made a specialty of nervous diseases 


—stands at the very head of his profession. and 
has a workl-wide reputation. The correspondent 
proceeds to state that. according to the testimony 
of this physician, “nervousness is the characteristic 
malady of the American nation"; that “in some of 
rhe busy centres the tables of mortality show that 
the proportion of nerve deaths has multiplied more 
than twenty times in the last forty years”; that the 
most shocking feature of it all is, that “this fear- 
ful loss of life occurs mainly among young people 
of both sexes.” 

The canses mentioned are the “climate,” the 
“dollar devil," and the “school fiend.” In speaking 
of the evils inflicted by our present systems of edu 
eation upon women, he declares that “for all the 
best purposes of female society, it would be better 
that American girls were not educated at all until 
they were seventeen, than that they were over- 
wrought as they are at present"; that "as much 
domestic unhappiness is caused in America by ner- 
vousness among women as by dram drinking among 
men," since it so often results in their spending 
“their after years on a sofa, or in a sick-room or a 
sanitarium, and to be a burden instead of a help to 
those who are dearest to them," The "male," how- 
ever, "stands the racket of the schools much better 
than the female," but *meets his fate very shortly 
afterward," ters business and profes- 
sional life too young," taking upon himself 
responsibilities too great for him to bear. As a 
result of their ‘frantic haste to be rich and power- 
ful" "America is the country of young invalids, 
young wrecks, young drug victims, young inebriates, 
young maniacs, young suicides!” 

That there js much truth in the above testimony 
doubtless no one will deny. Many of the ablest 
scholars and deepest thinkers of the present day 
are convinced that our existing systems of educa- 
tion are far from being perfect, in that they not 
only are detrimental to mental harmony, and, con- 
sequently, to health. but also to the greatest meas- 
ure of soul development, or, better perhaps, soul 
expression. Likewise, the anxiety and fear which 
arise in connection with the fierce competition in- 
stead of friendly co-operation in business and pro- 
fessional life are a prolific source of inharmonious 
mental conditions, and must of necessity prove dan- 
gerous to health. Furthermore, it is quite possible 
that, owing to the incompleteness of human evolu- 
tion and to the present state of the public mind, 
climate may have something to do with the increase 
of nervous diseases in America, especially as re- 
gards those who come to our shores from foreign 
lands. 

Still, granting all this, we cannot admit for one 
instant that these conditions are absolute, or that 
they аге so much the cause as the occasion of these 
troubles. The real source of disturbance is not 
external but internal. God is good and a good God 
cannot create a bad climate. The physical universe 
anywhere and in any of its phases is not hostile 
to our highest well-being. Man, in the deepest and 
truest sense, is not body, but spirit, and the do- 
minion of mind over matter may be, and in fact is, 
complete. The deeper we investigate the more are 
we driven to the conclusion that the source of all 
dis-ease is in mind. 

If what we have said be true, then it inevitably 
follows that the reason so many break down in 
School, business, and professional life is due to 
mental and not to physical causation. The funda- 
mental cause of all kinds of nervous prostration or 
exhaustion can perhaps be summed up in just one 
word—fear. Anything which leads to anxiety, 
dread, melancholy, in short, to a depressed or 
sloomy state of mind, tends in this direction, and 
Just to the extent that we are the victims of such 
moods are we sufferers from this disease, Therefore 
this complaint is not peculiar to some persons, but 
to all, the only difference being that of degree, 

Inasmuch, then, as nervous prostration is the 
result of certain inharmonious states of mind, it 
logically follows that all that is needful in order to

and development. And, strange as it may seem, tt 
is the much-abosed commercialism that has been 


the stepping-stone to these aspirations. 

Not until offered its inducements to 
invention, did the latter bloom and flower into the 
wondrons mechanism of the present day. Not un- 
til the promises of material rewards were sufli- 
ntly great to induce the devotion and concentra- 
tion of a lifetime, did invention assume a promi- 
nent position. It was the growing commercial 
necessity and value of appliances that inspired the 
desire und demand which fruited in the inventive 
genius of the age. 

With the spread of commerce, anc *he inereasing 
supremacy of the commercial class all the ^rts 
and sciences that could be used as feeders to the 
newly awakened spirit of the day were brought 
into requisition and notice, The demand was tor 
time-saving, toil-saving and space-saving machin- 
ery; for applianees that simplified and unified; for 
economical methods in agriculture, manufacture 
and commerce, 

It was the commercial spirit that bred the steam- 
engine, the locomotive, the telegraph, the telephone, 
the general use of electric power, the phonograph 
and the thousand and one inventions that have 
already become articles of necessity as well as con- 
venience. What were ridiculed as impossibilities 
but a few years since are to-day in general use as 
indispensable utilities. 

As a result of this specially stimulated growth 
and development, of invention along commercial 
lines, the social thought was largely diverted from 
its accustomed grooves by the newly acquired 
know! natural principles, and the newly 
formulated expressions of the Laws of Nature. If 
these were to be accepted—and they could not be 
ignored, and would not be overthrown—it was 
obvious thut there must be а progressive movement 
all along the line. 

The arts received a new stimulus, the authority 
of the old schools was challenged and disputed, dif- 
ferent motives and methods were introduced, and 
Nature was more directly appealed to. 

The literature of the day was awakened to the 
dominance of the new régime. New ideals, broader 
conceptions and wider generalizations were intro- 
duced and popularized; fresh lines of information 
and investigation were broached, larger interests 
and sympathies were appealed to, and literature 
became the handmaid of commerce. 

The spirit of change, of progress, and of devel- 
opment became contagious. It soon ran riot along 
all lines of thought and action that could be di- 
verted into commercial channels. So generally was 
the advantage of this new impulse recognized, that 
it brought about a complete reformation in busi- 
ness methods and ideals. 

The centres that defiantly withstood this new 
spirit of growth were those whose foundations 
rested in tradition and authority, and who wor- 
shipped precedent and convention. The professions 
met the challenge by the appeal to authority, by 
general denunciation, and by fostering feeling and 
prejudice. 

But progress was in the air, and the atmosphere 
generated by progressive thought unconsciously af- 
fected even those who were disposed consciously to 
revile and abuse what they disdained even to in- 
vestigate. The legal profession soon capitulated. 
It invented a few “legal fictions” that served to 
disguise the change of front. But the latent humor 
of it saved the situation, and the new allies were 
gladly received into the fold. 

The medical profession still continued in a very 
dubious frame of mind. To accept the new ideas 
seemed to threaten its annihilation. So it kicked, 
and squirmed, and made most strenuous objections. 
The clerical profession was even more disturbed, 
and such of its ecclesiastical weapons as had sur- 
vived the process of degeneration and atrophy, were 
brought into full operation. jut Middle Age

Telepathy, Hypnotism or any other soul phenomena 
so common at the present day, occupy а position 
precisely to that of the good Superior. Meantime, 
those who have had the foresight to step out and 
look at the stm before pronouncing judgment are all 


in a broad grin. 

To. say, as many of our excellent friends do, “Т 
don't believe in. the existence of the subjective 
mind, or soul,” "I don't believe in hypnotism,” "T 
don't believe in mental telegraphy or telepathy,” 1 
about as reasonable us to say, “І don't believe in 
"I don't believe in wire- 


the spots on the sun," or 
less telezraphy." 

Telepathy, for example, is not a thing to be be- 
lieved in or disbelieved in, but to be proved. 
Crelulity has no mere to do with it than the ex- 
istence of a great basin of brown petroleum under 
the dusty plains of Kern county. The lake of oil 
is there, Dut thousands of people, for ten thousand 
years, built their camp fires above it without sus- 
pecting it. All that was necessary was to bore 
dowh to it and let it gush forth. It would then be 
able to demonstrate itself. In questions of fact 
belief and disbelief are equally out of place. 

So with the psychological phenomena.  'lelep- 
athy isa fact in Nature. All that is necessary is 
for each one to make the proper experiments, and 
to bring to the experiments minds sufficiently de- 
veloped and unprejudiced to recognize facts. to 
demonstrate that these so-called occult powers exist 
in every human ћете. 

It is necessary, of course, to recognize that in 
dealing with mental phenomena we must not expect 
to secure results capable of being dissected with a 
scalpel or weighed on the apothecary's scales or 
pulverized in à mortar, any more than we would 
expect fishes to swim through stone walls or gases 
to be capable of being churned into butter. In 
short, we must meet each phenomenon on its own 
plane and accept the conditions it imposes, no 
matter how unusual and inexplicable they may séem 
at first, 

Those who would investigate these questions will 
find thousands of facts collected in scores of vol- 
umes in almost any library. ‘That thé hypotheses 
as to the causes of these psychic phenomena do not 
always agree is to be expected. ‘The science of the 
inner man is still in its infancy. ‘The first business 
of the scientific mind, however, is to collect facts. 

A great mass of facts touching thought transfer- 
ence, suggestion, spiritism, clairvoyance, psychom- 
etry, and kindred psychic phenomena has been col- 
lected by men gifted with the dispassionate scien- 
tific spirit. 

These facts have already worked a revolution 
among the younger, unprejudiced scientists of the 
world. With some notable exceptions, like Alfred 
Russell Wallace, Crookes, the father of the X-ray 
discovery, Denton and Flammarion, the great as 
tronomer, who have demonstrated the truth of 
telepathy and immortality, many of the older gen- 
eration of scientists are too busy weighing, meas- 
urmg and indulging in the horrors of vivisection 
to lift their eyes to the sun of psychic phenomena. 

Those who have not personally experimented

concerning them than the holy man who searched 
тог sun spots on the pages of Aristotle was 
equipped for disseminating astronomical informa 
tion, This, of course, does not prevent their wast- 
ing much good paper in vaguely speculating ver- 
boselv concerning things which they refuse to 
investigate by scientific у 


, experimental methods.

It was this more 
than strange and wonderful physical phenomenon 
that I have often witnessed that convinced me years 
ngo, after much critical investigation, that man 
can. and does, under certain pure and high condi- 
(ions, commune with the departed. It also proved 
that the soul is eternal.
